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INVESTIGATION: 

WE RECEIVED A RADIO CALL TO RESPOND TO THE “TACO BELL” AT 6354 
LEXINGTON AVE, REGARDING A FB/A SLEEPING INSIDE THE BUSINESS 
REFUSING TO LEAVE. WE ARRIVED AND CONTACTED THE REPORTING 
PARTY, KITTY RODRIQUEZ, MANAGER OF THE LOCATION FOR VICTIM #3. 
MS. RODRIQUEZ POINTED TO THE DEFT. AND STATED THAT THE DEFT. IS 
NOT A CUSTOMER AND THAT SHE HAS BEEN SLEEPING INSIDE ATA 
DINNING ROOM EATING COUNTER. WE OBSERVED THE DEFT. SLEEPING 
AT THE COUNTER WITH HER HEAD ON HER FOLDED ARMS AND HER
